Prince Frederick, Md., Sept. 2 6 - 
Three carloads of hijackers swept an 
automobile convoy guarding liquor 
seized by prohibition agents with a 
barrage of subm achine-gun bullets 
near here early Sunday, capturing 
the cargo and kidnapping four fed­ 
eral men, after a raid on a Spanish 
m ansion at Drum Point. 
The federal agents were later re­ 
leased, 
In this, the most sensational con­ 
flict between dry agents and boot­ 
leggers in M aryland since prohibi­ 
tion went into effect, the booty at 
stake was $18,000 w orth of imported 
liquors recovered after the rout of 
the federal men in a sm all negro | 
farm house a short distance from the j 
scene of the encounter.

U. S. RESTS IN 
TRIAL OF DAVIS 


Say Adrent Received 33 F*er 
Cent For Promoting 
Charity Balls. 


New York, Sept. 26 (AP)—The 
government rested its case in the 
trial of U. S. Senator Jam es J. Davis 
charged with participating in lot­ 
teries alleged to have been conduct­ 
ed in connection w ith charitable en­ 
terprises of the Moose of which he is 
director general. 
At the opening of court the gov­ 
ernm ent offered the m inutes of the 
board of governors a t M ooseheart, a 
children's enterprise of th e Moose, 
in Illinois, from February, 1930, to 
July, 1932. 
O bjections were over­ 
ruled and the m inutes received into 
evidence. 
A. E. Stecher, an employe of the 
Eureka specialty company, of Scran­ 
ton, was recalled to testify about 
parcel post shipm ents of alleged lot­ 
tery tickets. 
It was shown previously by the 
government th a t th e Eureka com­ 
pany printed and sent to the B. C. 
McGuire m erchandise company in 
New York m any thousands books of 
the alleged lottery tickets. McGuire, 
also under indictm ent, h as been de­ 
scribed as one of the chief promoters 
of the charity balls. 
His contract 
with th at departm ent gave him 33 
per cent of the d ep artm en t’s income. 
After testim ony of two other wit­ 
nesses Louis M ead Treadwell, chief 
prosecutor, turned to th e judge. 
“The governm ent rests,” he said. 
Judge Frank C. Colem an asked 
counsel to step before him . 
Court

System Errs 
“Our socialist friends tell us that 
we can find it by overthrow ing cap­ 
italism and setting up a new" sys­ 
tem where unselfish service shall be 
th e economic motive rath er than 
selfish profit. 
T he capitalistic sys­ 
tem did not m ake m en selfish; 
it 
recognizes th a t m en a t heart are 
selfish, and builds up an organiza­ 
tion aimed a t using th a t motive as 
an incentive to industry and prog­

wrong. The 
fault with those w*ho would destroy 
the present system lies not with 
their ideal but w ith th eir assum p­ 
tion th at the m ere setting up of in­ 
stitutions based on unselfish service 
will solve th e problem regardless 
of the selfishness of men.

OFFICER KILLED 
IN HOTEL RIOT 


IT. S. Marshal Declares Police­ 
man Was Shot In Back By 
Former Senator, 


Springfield, 111., Sept. 26 (AP) — 
Policem an Port Williams was shot 
to d eath and more than a score of 
other persons were wounded w>hen 
600 m en charged into the L eland h o ­ 
tel headquarters of the U nited M ine 
W orkers of America Sunday night. 
The officer was one of a heavily 
arm ed detail which had throw n a 
barricade about the hotel w hen the 
frenzied crowd attem pted to seize 
the union officials, who were escort­ 
ed to th eir headquarters under po­ 
lice guard after a street fight de­ 
veloped outside their m eeting place 
adjacent to the hotel. 
As th e mob charged into the lobby I 
the place was thrown into turm oil 
and shooting became general. 
Tear Gas Bombs Used 
Police employing tear gas suc­ 
ceeded in clearing the lobby of the 
hotel, but the crowd massed outride 
and m ultiplied. 
T he situation at 7 o’clock was de­ 
scribed by police as "m enacing.” 
Shotguns and pistols were being 
flourished by members of the mob. 
according to officers stationed a t ob­ 
servation points in the hotel, and, as 
the crowd grew, a “council of w ar” 
was hurriedly called. 
It was determined to clear the 
streets a t any cost, and a police 
spokesm an told the assembled p er­ 
sons if they did not disperse im m e­ 
diately they would be “cut dow n” by 
m achine gun fire. 
Rioters Give Way 
Following the dictum, the crowd 
began to thin, and it was thought 
further trouble could be averted. 
A squad of police, bristling w ith 
m achine guns, sallied to the street 
fronting the hostelry, and the rioters 
gave w*ay before them. 
Soon the 
whole block was clean'd, but several 
hundred persons still hovered about 
fa rth e r down Die street.

* —the planting of purposes, early in youth, within me. 
No one knows where a determ ined purpose, planted deeply, in rich 
soil, is going to exert its greatest influence. 
Perhaps it m ay som etim e 
become world-wide! 
The great function, and opportunity, of the teacher is to plant pu r­ 
poses—not merely to guide a student into a wider method of accum u­ 
lating knowledge. 
All the knowledge in the world, without a definite 
program for its use, without a definite purpose in its reception, rem ains 
of little value. 
There are a few men and women who stand out. as prom inent guide- 
posts In my life—those who gave me purpose, as I passed under their 
influence and teaching, or friendship. 
One man, especially, who was my 
m athem atics teacher in college

about as great a loss as could be figured, but I had th a t p atien t teacher, 
whose understanding and inspiring character outshone his ability as a 
teacher of figures and m athem atical problems. His influence in p la n t­ 
ing purposes in my m ind and heart was very great. He lived to be more 
than 90 years of age and died great.

B ite s Only Dangerous l f Doff 
Is Afflicted With 
Rabies. 


A dog bite from an anim al th a t 
does not have rabies is not danger­ 
ous, said a statem ent today from 
the 
bureau 
of 
anim al 
industry, 
Pennsylvania departm ent of agri­ 
culture. 
“In fact it is m uch to be 
preferred to a wound inflicted by a 
rusty nail,” the bureau officials ex­ 
plained. 
“The wound m ay be cau­ 
terized with hartshorn (strong am ­ 
monia) 
after 
which 
the 
person 
should see a physician. 
Never have 
a dog th a t bites you shot, other- 
! wise you will never know if it had 
rabies at the tim e of the bite or not. 
I The dog should be kept confined 
j under observation for ten days, d ur­ 
ing which tim e it will either show 
definite sym ptom s or gain a clean 
bill of health. 
“There is absolutely no foundation 
for the belief th a t persons bitten 
by a dog which m onths later be­ 
comes rabid, may contract the dis­ 
ease. 
The anim al m ust be afflicted 
at the tim e the victim is bitten. I 
Rabies is more common in e a rly » 


spring; 
The idea th a t it is more 
prevalent in dog days is absolutely 
incorrect. 
H eat has nothing to do 
with it. 
Every anim al or person 
bitten by a rabid dog does not neces­ 
sarily 
develop 
the 
disease. 
Ac­ 
cording to one authority only 
15 
per cent of those so bitten and not 
treated have hydrophobia. 
This is 
an hysterical age and persons of a 
highly nervous tem peram ent and 
excitable 
disposition 
when 
bitten 
even by a norm al dog sometimes ex­ 
hibit sym ptom s comparable to rabies 
because they perm it their m inds to 


be terrified by fear of possibilities. 
Such a condition is called Lysso- 
phobla. W hen a diagnosis of rabies 
is m ade on the dog, the individual 
should go at once to a physician for 
treatm ent.”
